Mr. Fenn purchaſed many rolls, drawings, and other papers, &c.

ous particulars, the prices of different articles from the time of 
Edward II.

This indefatigable raker-up of the gleanings of our antiquities was ſon of the 
| pariſh-clerk of White Waltham, Berks, adopted by Mr. Cherry, lord of the adjoining 
| manor of Shoteſbrook, who tent him to Oxford, where he held ſeveral lay places as long 
as his ſcruples would permit. He began his editorſhip with publiſhing ſeveral of the 
claſſics from Bodleian MSS, but ſoon devoted himſelf to Engliſh anciquities, on the 
ſubject of which he printed in the courſe of thirty-five years thirty-two ſeveral works.

William of Worceſter's annals 
at the end of that valuable aſſemblage of public records the Black book of the Exchequer, 
are mere notes of the affairs of his own times. The monk of Eveſham's account of

Death prevented him from encumbering our libraries with a meagre hiſtory of Eng- 
land, or additions to Martin Polanus's Annals, aſcribed to one John Murelynch, a 
monk of Glafſenbury, and another from Brute or Ina, to Edward I. by John Bever, 
monk of Weſtminſter, borrowed from the Flores hiſtoriarum. His laſt publication 
was the beſt preſent to the public, Benedict, abbot of Peterborough's well-written and 
faithful hiſtory of Henry II. and Richard II.

to this univerſity by his-grandſon Henry duke of Norfolk, were firit

by Selden, aſſiſted by R. James and Patrick Young *, at the defire 
of Sir Robert Cotton. They began with the treaty between the 
Magneſians and Smyrneans to ſtand by Seleucus, whom all his ſub-- 
jects, except the laſt, had de ſerted, till his ill fortune brought them 
round again. Copies of this being ſoon ſolicited, Selden, to prevent 
tue inaccuracy of tranſcribers, printed it with. twenty-eight other 
Greek and ten Roman inſcriptions (ſome of them his own) under:

patents for making their itineraries.

Robert Glover was ſon of Thomas Glover, and grandſon of Thomas Glover, one 
of the barons of the Cinque Ports at the corenation of Henry VIII. He married El- 
zabeth, daughter of William Flower, eſq; Norroy king of arms, by whom he had one 
fon and three daughters, and died on Monday in Eaſter week, April 14, 1588, aged 45 
and was buried 1n St. Giles's church. Cripplegate, where a monument remains to his 
memory. The lovers of antiquity are much obliged to this laborious perſon, as he was 
one of the earlieſt itinzrants and collectors of topographical ane-dotes, It was Dug- 


dale's opinion, that Camden and he were the two greateſt men that their profeflion had 


we at this day might have enjoyed the fruit of his labours. This compliment from 
Dugdale was certainly deſerved. as it is by many ſuppoſed that Glover collected thok 
valuable materials which Du :dile afterwards arranged and publiſhed in the Baronaze 
which bears his name, and winch Milles, Glover's nephew, had with leſs judg:nent 
endeavoured to digett in his Catalogue of Honour publiſhed in 1610. Dugdale had the 
good fortune to live at a period when he could turn the labours of others to his oun 
fame: the Morafticon, though folcly collected by Dodf\vorth, has immortalized his me 
mory. Glover left a confuted maſs of collections, which his premature death prevented

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XJy ERV little pains have been taken by natives or neighbours to 
illuſtrate the hiſtory or antiquities of this part of the iſland. 
Yet antiquity is the glory of every Welchman, and the ſpirit of 
competition with the later inhabitants of England one would have 
expected ſhould fire their breaſts with a deſire to be known and cele- 
brated beyond them. If their anceſtors could not ſpare time to write 
about a territory which they could hardly defend, their deſcendants 
with ſecure tenure have all the helps a living language and original 
records can afford. Many very antient MSS. are ſaid to be ſtill re- 
maining in Wales. A good collection was made by Mr. Maurice, of 
Kenvybreach, Denbighſhire, whom biſhop Nicholſon calls a notable 
antiquary which fince came into the hands of Sir William Williams, 
and is now in the hands of Sir Watkin Williams Wynne. Beſides the 
valuable library of Mr. Davies, of Llannerk, in the ſame county, there 
are ſeyeral other conſiderable ones :. The collections of their moſt 
eminent antiquary, Edward Lhuyd, were left in the hands of Sir Tho- 
mas Scabright, of Beachwood, Hertfordſhireb. They conſiſt of above 
40 volumes in folio, 10 in quarto, and above 100 ſmaller, and all 
relate to Iriſh or Welſh antiquities, and chiefly in thoſe languages.

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The life of St. Winifred, patroneſs of this county, has been fre— 
quent] y written. Gilbert de Stone, a learned eccleſiaſtic who flou- 
riſhed about 1380, was applied to by the monks of Holiwell to write 
the life of their patron ſaint. He aſked them for materials, but was 
told. there were none in their monaſtery ; upon which he declared, 
he could execute the work juſt as well without any materials at all, 
and would write them a moſt excellent legend after the manner of 
the legend of Thomas Becket.

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The remainder of the impreſſion of Sir Robert Sibbald's works 
having been laid aſide for many years in private hands, were ſold to 
ſome bookſellers in Edinburgh, who printed a new general title to 
make them paſs for a new edition. His hilitory of Fife was ſold ſepa- 
rately, but is now as ſcarce as the other tracts. . 

Mercator and Sir Robert Gordon in his Theatrum Scotiæ, where 
he gives a map of Roman Scotland with notes ®, obſcrve of Ptolomy ®, 
that his account of the antient ſtate of Scotland is very juſt and accu- 
rate if we change the points of his compaſs, and turn the eaſt to the 
north *. Buchanan and Maule did their countrymen the honour to 
derive Ptolomy's names from the Hebrew and Celtic.

HE oldeſt maps of Scotland have been already deſcribed 
T among the general ones of Great Britain, in the preceding 
volume. 

There is a curious map of Scotland, with a deſeription of that 
kingdom, in a MS. of Harding's Chronicle in the Bodleian library, 
Arch. Seld. B. 26. This book is written in large letters on parch— 
ment, bound in a filken or velvet cover, adorned wit: braſs boſſes 


and gilt leaves, and on the right ſide and back is this title: „The 


„Chronicles of Inglande in Inglyſhe, writyn ballet-wiſe on perche- 


mente.“ It ſeems to have been the author's preſentation- book 
to Edward IV. though it is ſaid to have belonged to Henry Percy, 
carl of Northumberland, whoſe arms are painted at the end. It dif- 
fers from the printed copy, and ſupplics ſome places*, The deſcrip- 


tion of Scotland, which is printed in verſe at the end of the Chronicle, 
1545, 4to. is here ſomewhat different in proſe: but the map hav- 
ing never been engraven, I ſhall pretent the reader with an exact 


copy of it. Hearne favs of it, „ That it has but few names ; but, 
« to ſet it out the better, the figures of the chief cities and towns 
* are repreſented in a pretty large poſture, which takes up a good 
« part of the page. And the diviſions of each country are ſomewhat 
* {trange and diſagreeable, much worſe than thoſe we fee in ſome 
of the moſt early wooden cuts, which were however taken imme— 
„ diateiy from MSS.“ This acute obſerver miſtakes in the firſt 
part of this account; for the names are more numerous than the 
places. Thoſe which have ang building to accompany them are here 
marked with an aſteriſk, There is anoth+r copy on. three leaves at 
the end of Harding's Chronicle, among the IIAleian MSS, N' 651.

the king's letter, dated Feb. 8, 1695, with arrears, It was again reduced 1701, and 
QUEEN Anne continued it, but he never received more than eight ſhillings, though no 
other officer's pay on the whole military eſtabliſhment was reduced. In 1704, he pe-

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IRISH TOPOGRAPHY. 


R. Nicolſon while he was compiling his other Hiſtorical 
Libraries collected many materials for an Iriſh one. His 
appointment to the fee of Derry, where he fat eight years, 
gave him better opportunities ior compleating it, though he con- 
ſefles many pieces i have eſcaped his notice. The laſt edition 


of Sir James Ware's Iriſh writers has above 400 additional ones: 


the greater part have devoted their pens to religious ſubjects, con- 
troverſy, and lives of ſaints; the reſt are chronicles ; but ſcarce any 


topographers. This kind of  curiolfity is of very modern date in 


Ireland. The ſociety founded by Petty and Molyneux for philoſo— 
phical inquiries hardly ſubſiſted five years. The preſent century has 
thrown more light on the face of the country. The ſociety formed 
about twenty years ago have given ſpecimens of their abilities, which 


their country has no reaſon to be aſhamed of: —a plan for writing 
the deſcriptions of counties, which would more illuſtrate thoſe of 


England than thoſe which uncertain gencalogiſts or un{kilful com- 


pilers have obtruded on the public. Since the eſtabliſhment of this 


tocicty another hes been formed for the illuſtration of the antiqui- 
tics of Ireland, under the patronage of Sir Lucius O'Brien, bart. but 
5 little does this taſte prevail in this nation, which, if we may believe 

Mr. O'Halloran, is one of the oldeſt in the world, that major Val- 
lancy the ſecretary cf this new ſociety may be conſidered as the fo- 


ciety itſelf. In the year 1773 he prevailed on the Dublin ſociety to 


form themſelves into a committee, which might have been ſervice- 
able to the kingdom in general.

lum eccleſiæ e, made them his inveterate enemies. His frankneſs 


appears in the plaineſs with which he paints out the faults of his 
countrymen the Welſh, after having drawn the better part of their 
character with equal plainneſs; and in nothing ſo much as the free- 
dom and ſeriouſneſs with which he reproved Henry II. when king, 
for his vices . He loſt the biſhopric of St. David's after actual 
election by the venality of his chapter, the dirty ambition of arch- 
biſhop Walter, and the baſe ingratitude of king John: on which he 
refigned his archdeaconry to his nephew; Mortified to the laſt de- 
gree at his diſappointment he was not content to repreſent Henry II. 
as a deceitful prince, pleaſed to diſappoint his ſervants, but carried 


his reſentment fo far as to rejoice at the ſucceſſes of Lewis in Eng- 
land as his avenger, and this in his Inſtitution of a prince,” written 
when he was near 70, and juſt before he died.

Dr. Milles, 
dean of Exeter, whoſe uncle had large property in this kingdom, 
purchaſed a large part and depoſited them in the Britiſh Muſeum. 
Dr. Rawlinſon others, and bequeathed them to the library of St. 
Tohn's college, Oxford. Some part fell into thoſe of lord Newport, 
hte chancellor of Ireland*.

| Meath, gives each cantred 100 towns. Henry II, when he 1ntro- 
duced the Engliſh laws into Ireland, A, D. 1172, divided it into 
ſhires. This diviſion has undergone ſeveral alterations, and does 
not ſeem to have been finally compleated till the beginning of the 
laſt century, In Sir James Ware's time there were reckoned only 
four provinces, LEINSTER, MUNSTER, VLSTER, and ConNNAUGHT;
